Shanghai, China, S ept.(J,— Benumb­ 
ed millions Wednesday w ere freeing 
them selves of the horrors that over­ 
whelmed them as 
tho result of the 
g reatest combined earthquake, 
fire, 
typhoon and tidal wave disaster re­ 
corded in the annals of man. 
The extent of the terrible ca ta s­ 
trophe 
in Tokio, 
Yokohama and in 
thousands of other 
Japanese cities, 
villages and ham lets apparently has 
not 
been 
overdrawn. 
Conditions 
horrible beyond imagination prevail 
throughout, the desolate area. 
L atest dispatches from Osaka in­ 
dicate th a t the horror zone of Japan 
covers 
an 
area in 
excess of 20,- 
000 square miles, involving a popu­ 
lation of 15,0000,000. 
T hree-fourths of Tokio and Yoko­
